At. their meeting last Saturday they 
offered, as a temporary measure, to resign 
the Saturday. hali-holiday and to work for 
six full days of seven hours—that is, for a 
week longer in actual time by thirty 
minutes than the week which the new 
order imposes on them. Their objection is 
to the breach of their agreement, or under- 
standing, which would be caused by the 
enforcement of @ seven-and-e-half hours’ 
day. In the next place, the civil servants 
are angry because they were not 
‘‘approeched in the proper way." “Here 
we think that they have a case, 
though some of them did their best 
to spoil it by their language at the 
meeting. If a Government servant is to 
be free to denounce 9 Ministerial instruc- 
tion as “impudent,” official discipline will: 
rise to no high level in the Free State. 
Nevertheless, we can agree that the 
manner of Mr. Blythe’s action was unfor- 
tunate.

Everything possible was done for him, but 
he died from pernicious anemia and cardiac 
failure.
